Kentuc- 
ky for a third tinte the services of this 
distinguished Stallion, who has already 
been so liberally pui ronized by litem, I 
cannot suppress an expression of the 
satisfaction and pride which I feel, at 
the fact that all my prophecies in rOgat d 
to the performance of his get, are in a 
fair way to he fully realised and that the 
liberality with which this distinguished 
horse of a renowned and unequalled 
Sire, has been patrorised, is likely to be 
more than compensated in a stock of 
horses possessing game and speed and 
beauty rarely equalled. There is no 
horse on the continent of America, known 
to me, native or imported that in a sea- 
son of restricted service has produced 
so much slock likely to prove first rate. 
It is a remarkable fact that in the sea- 
son which produced Eliza Bailey &,c , 
Columbus was suffered to serve hut a 
limited numi.er of mares, atid out of that 
number not one that has been tri- 
ed, has disappointed the expectations of 
its owner; eight or ten have been train- 
ed and run, of l lie produce of that sea- 
son. I have said on a former occasion, 
and I here again repeat; that the breed- 
ers of Kentucky have not paid sufficient 
attention to stoutness in their course of 
breeding. This is a great error. No 
stallion of Europe or America has been 
distinguished as a producer of racers to 
much extent; who had not this quality. 
Those* uniform breeders Blaze and Herod 
of England, and Sir Arcliy and Eclipse 
of America, are cases iu point. Give 
me pure blood — an ancestry without blot 
or blemish, and then itiso me j 
indicating a perfect constitution, and you 
cannot well fail to have a race horse. 

It is not to he expected that a thin fia: 
sided, bandy-leged, light honed skeleton 
shaped animal, if lie even have foot can 
hare repeated contests, or run later than 
Tree nr four y cars old, nor is it to he ex 
peeled that a stallion of the disenption 
named will produce stock other than likt 
him. It has been regretted for tyvo 
years past in our state by ihc breeders 
of the' blood horse, that our stock rverc 
growing too much of ‘his light-houcn 
tlimsv character; our in and in course 
of breeding has injured our stock. 1 ot- 
ter them in Columbus a cross which 
will he more remote; and a form best cal-

In regard to the performance 
of Columbus on the Turf, a list i t Ins 
rae.es and of the races run by his colls, 
woultl stretch this lull to too great a 
length, I will just add that in all Ins ra- 
ces between eighteen and twcniy in 
number he lost but two, he was beaten 
m those for the want of condition, (as 
testified by his trainers,) and bel’oie and 
afterwards heal both the nags hv whom 
he was thus beaten. By a reference to 
his pedigree it will he seen that iltere is 
not in his veins one single drop of f lood 
iliat is of doubtful character. — He is 
mote nearly related to the great English 
Eclipse than any horse in America, na- 
tive or imported.

On the Union Course, L. I., when 3 years old, 
Sir Love i. i. ran a match against a Dinwiddie 
Colt ofC. R. Coldeu’s, three mile heals, and won, 
distancing his antagonist : — when 4 years old lie 
^wou the two mile sweepstake, over the Union 
» ’purse, L. I . beating five good hoises. In the fall 
of the same year he was trained again, and tan 
nr the *5*200 purse, two mile heals, over the Pough- 
keepsie course, u hirh he won with ease, heating 
Hotspur, Timoleon. and a numher of other cele- 
brated norses. The night following, his groom 
foundered him — notwithstanding, on the last da) 
of the same mouth, (October) he won a sweep- 
stake, 3 mile heats, over the New Market Couise, 
L. I., beating Grey Roman (out of Ariel's dam) 
ami many otheis. In the inter follow ing, he u as 
sold to a gentleman ot Pennsylvania, and was to 
he delivered to him on the 1st of Vpril, in cover- 
ing condition — the contract not having been marie 
good on the part of the purchaser, he was again 
put in training and commenced walking. On the 
6th of April, at the time he commenced training, 
he was very fleshy— notwithstanding , on the 12th 
day of May follow ing, he was entered for the $400 
nurse, three mile heals, which he won with ease, 
carrying I22lhs. heating the famous mare Ariel, 
Bachelor and Yankee Maid - -time, first heat 5im 
47* — second heat, 5m. 53s. 'Taking into con 
sideration the very short tiinr he had been in train- 
ing (fi**e weeks) this tare was consideied as one 
of the best ever run on Long Islam!, and at once 
stamped SI R L< IVBLL as a first rate race horse. 
In the ensuing week, he ran with Ariel fur the 
$500 pnrse, four mile heats,’ at Poughkeepsie, 
where he won the first heat in great Line, 7in 
50s. considering the slate of the couise, which 
was very heavy— the second heat he led the mare 
three and three quarter miles, when she passed 
him and won the heat — lie was then withdrawn 
There was no joe keying at the time; it was ow- 
ing to his want of sufficient training that he l.*st 
the race.

[ The President has further instructed 
the undersigned to express to his Britan- 
nic Majesty’s Government his sensibility 
at the anxious desire it has displayed to 
I preserve the relations of peace between 
the United Slates and France, and the 
exertions it was prepared to make to 
effectuate that object, so essential to the 
prosperity and congenial to the wishes 
of the two nations, and to the repose of 
the world. 

Leaving his Majesty’s Government to 
; the consciousness of the elevated motives 
j which have governed its conduct, and to 
the universal respect which must be se- 
cured to it, the President is satisfied that 
no expressions, however strong, of his 
own feelings, can be appropriately used, 
which could add to the gratification 
afforded to his Majesty’s Government at 
being the channel of communication to 
preserve peace, and restore good will, 
between differing nations, each of whom 
is its friend. 

The undersigned avails himself of this 
occasion to renew to Mr. Bankhead the 
assurance of his distinguished considera- 
tion.

The undersigned, his Britannic Ma- 
jesty’s Charge d’Affaires, with reference 
to his note of the 27th of last month, has 
the hiJnor to inform Mr. Forsyth, Socrc-I 
iary of Stale of the United States, that 
he has been instructed by his Govern- 
ment to slate, that tiic British Govern- 
ment has received a communication from 
that of France, which fulfils the wishes 
that impelled his Britannic Majesty to 
offer his mediation for the purpose of, 
effecting an amicable adjustment of the 
difference between France and the Uni- 
ted States. 

The French Government has stated to| 
that of his Majesty, that, the frank and J 
hpnorablc manner in" which the Presi- 
dent has, ill bio recent Messaaa^gxpress-i 
ed himself with regard to the poults or; 
difference between the Governments of: 
France* and of the United States, has re- 1 
moved those difficulties upon the score ofi 
national honor, which have hitherto 
stood in the way of the prompt execu- 
tion by France of the treaty of the 4th 
July, 1831, and that, consequently, the 
French Government is now ready to payj 
the instalment which is due on account 
of the American indemnity, whenever 
the payment of that instalment shall be 
claimed by the Government of the Uni- 
ted States. 

The French Government has also sta- 
ted, that it made this communication to 
that of Great Britain, not regarding the 
British Government as a formal media- 
tor, since its offer of mediation had then 
reached only the Government of France, 
by which it had been accepted; but look- 
ing upou the British Government as a 
common friend of the two parties, and, 
therefore, as a natural channel of com- 
munication between them. 

The undersigned is further instructed 
to express the sincere pleasure which is 
felt by the British Government at tile 
prospect thus afforded of an amicable 
termination of a difference which has 
produced a temporary estrangement be- 
tween two nations who have so many in- 
terests in common, and who are so enti- 
tled to the friendship and esteem of each 
other; and the undersigued has also to as- 
sure Mr. Forsyth that it has afforded the 
British Government the most lively sat- 
isfaction to have been, upon this occasion 
the channel of a communication, which, 
they trust, will lead to the complete res- 
toration offriendlv relations between the 
United Slates and France.

fulfils the wishes that impelled his Brit- 
annic Majesty to offer his mediation, for 
the purpose of effecting an amicable ad- 
justment of the differences between 
France and the United States — that the 
French Government, being satisfied with 
the frank and honorable manner in which , 
the President has, in his recent message, 
expressed himself in regard to the points 
of difference between the two Govern- 
ments, is ready to pay the instalment 
due on account of the American indem- 
nity, whenever it shall be claimed by 
the Government of the United States, and 
that this communication is made to the 
Government of Great Britain, uot as a 



Mr. CLAY said he rose to propose as 
the course most proper and agreeable to 
the Senate, that the message and docu- 
ments just read, be laid on the table 
mid printed; but before I make any mo- 
tion, said he, allow me to express my 
satisfaction at the happy termination of 
the unfortunate differences between two 
nations who had so little cause for enmi- 
ty towards each other. He ccfuld not, 
he said, withhold the expression of his 
cordial congratulation to the Senate for 
the agency it had in producing this hap- 
py termination of the difficulty. If the 
Senate had not by. its unanimous vote of 
last September, declared that it was in- 
expedient to adopt any legislative action 
upon the subject of our relation with 
France: if it had yielded to the recom- 
inentTations or me u ABLuli VO in ordorin^ 
reprisals against that power, it could not 
be doubted but that war would exist at 
this moment in its most serious state. 
Nay, further, if the Senate had not at 
the close of the last session refused the 
unconstitutional appropriation of three 
millions, proposed under extraordinary 
circumstances, and without any specific 
limitations, could there be any doubt that 
at this moment war would be raging be- 
tween the two countries. The corres- 
pondence between the two Governments 
disclosed great mistakes on both sidesc 
but it was not liis purpose under th; 
present happy circumstances to throw 
any censure on either party. Upon one 
point of the correspondence, however, lie 
would be excused for making a few ob- 
servations. The great principle which 
created an obstacle to the settlement of 
the controversy, was, as avowed by the 
President, that for any communication 
made by him, publicly made, made jn 
the presence of the world, made in the 
presence of the diplomatic corps assem- 
bled at the seat of Government, no mat- 
ter what the official character of the 
communication, that foreign Govern- 
ments have not right to demand ati ex- 
planation of it. lie must be permitted 
to observe, that if this principle be cor- 
rect, "we must hold it towards other na- 
tions. If we have the right to use offen- 
sive language towards other nations, 
they have the right to speak of us in like 
manner. The King of France and oth- 
er foreign potentates, ia their communi- 
cations to their Legislatures, have the 
right to use offensive language to us — 
to menace us, and to charge us with want 
of good faith. If the principle bo true 
that we have no right to ask explana- 
tions of offensive language towards us; 
if it he true that foreign nations have no 
right to ask the same of us, it ought to 
inculcate on all the greatest caution, in 
speaking of each other. But it xvas a 
little remarkable, that while this princi- 
ple was claimed so strongly by the Ex- 
ecutive, it had beeu violated in more than 
one instance. The first violation of it 
was in a communication of our Secretary 
of State, to our Minister at the Court of 
Great Britain, in which he apologizes 
fur a claim made by this Government, 
which he was instructed to abandon. — 
And what was this right claimed? It 
was no other than the right to carry our 
own products to the ports of the British 
colonies. There was also an invitation to 
the British Government to look into the 
part which the Secretary himself had 
acted; the part which his predecessors 
had acted; and, in short, the part which 
his party had acted, in reference to this 
matter. It was a little remarkable too, 
that this Secretary himselfhad, in March, 
1S23, voted for the very principle to car- 
ry our products to the ports of a foreign 
nation, which he thus condemned and 
instructed our Minister to abandon. But

Forsyth, in September lastfand he refu- 
sed to receive it; and in three days after- 
wards he addressed a note to Mr. Barton, 
in which he said not one word about the 
letter to Mr. Pageot. Yet in his mes- 
sage of December last, he made an ex- 
planation almost in the very language 
required by the Due de Broglie. • This 
explanation was made with two objects 
in view. The first was to get with 
France all the merit of making an ex- 
planation; and the next was to get with 
the people of the United States, the merit 
of not making any explanation at all. 
IIo was truly glad tkat Francs saw the 
subject in its true light. The moment 
she saw the explanation, she made ar- 
rangements to pay the . money. France 
was that while the President protested 
that he would not explain, he did explain ; 
and that while protesting that lie would 
not apologize, he did apologize. 

lie was filled with joy and satisfaction 
that the calamities of war had been aver- 
ted ; and although he was not one of those 
who believed that war would ensue, yet 
it was impossible, from the course of the 
two Governments, or rather of their 
agents, not to feel apprehension;. If, 
unfortunately, we had been its charac- 
ter? It would not have been a wat for 
the defence of civil liberty, or of our ra- 
tional honor or national rights; but it 
would have been a war for the recovery 
of a debt cancelled by the very act; a 
war for offensive language used towards 
France by our Chief Magistrate, disap 
proved by both Houses of Congress and 
by the people; a war, the result of false 
translations on the one side, and offalse 
positions on the other. He had one re- 
gret to express, which came in as some 
alloy to his feelings of joy and satisfac 
tion on this occasion. It was, that our 
good old President would not suffer us 
one moment to be at peace. The pros- 
pect of a war with France was hardl 
over, before he wages a new war upon 
the surplus fund, which he is very anx- 
ious to distribute. lie hoped that he, and 
his friends in the Senate, would suffer 
that fund to be applied lo those peaceful 
purposes, more calculated for the pros- 
perity and happiness of the country 
lie concurred most heartily in the praise 
the President had so justly bestowed on 
the disinterested mediation of Great Brit- 
ain. A war between this country and 
Franco, would have given the carrying 
i rn rln to Great Britain, enriching her 
commerce and building up her naviga- 
ting interest. She had magnanimonsly 
overlooked all these advantages, and had 
nobly stepped forward to restore harmo- 
ny between two countries, whose hostil 
ity to each other would have so greatly 
redounded to her commercial advantage. 

lie concluded by moving that the mes 
sage and documents be laid on the table 
and printed 

Mr. BUCHANAN suggested the prin- 
ting of 5,000 additional copies, to which 
Mr. Clay assented, and the printing was 
ordered accordingly. 

Mr. PRESTON said that as this was 
an interesting day to the nation, he would 
move that the Senate adjourn. The 
House of Representatives, he said, had 
already adjourned over; the motion was 
agreed to, and 

The Senate adjourned. 

WASHINGTON’S ANNIVERSA- 
RY. 

This bright day in our annals came 
yesterday with the breath of spring and 
the clearest skies, to give earnest that 
the winter was over. The Avenue was 
thronged and enlivened with thousands 
of cheerful countenances. The fair la- 
ies vied with the fair weather in shin- 
ing features and glossy dresses. The 
House of Representatives had adjourned 
over in honor of the anniversary, and 
made it a national holiday. The Senate 
only met to adjourn after receiving the 
President’s message, communicating the 
correspondence of the Secretary of State 
with the Representative of Great Bri- 
tain, assuring the American Government 
of the rediness of the French King to 
comply with the stipulations of the treaty 
and of the gratification inspired by the 
hope of an early restoration of perfect 
amity between the nations. Every 
thing conspired to make it a most happy 
day to every lover of the republic. The 
birth day of the Father of his country — 
of the friend of Lafayette — of the Hero 
who had led the French armies to their 
first victory in the cause of freedom, was 
a prepitious day to announce that the 
treaty intended to remove all the old dis- 
contents between the two nations — to 
cement their early alliance — would be 
complied witii, — and that there was an 
end of all misunderstanding. 

There were other circumstances asso- 
ciated with the time, well calculated to 
add to the pleasure felt by the friends of 
the President in the auspicious result of 
his last and most important European ne- 
gotiation.

icr, the French minister, who insulted the 
President, and returned to France, “to 
blow the sparks that kindle war (to bor- 
row the figure of Monsieur Gules.) is 
well known in this city. It was suppos- 
ed therefore, that Mr. Clay would be the 
last man in the Senate to breathe a dis- 
cordant word upon the subject, when all 
hope of making mischief out of it, and 
of his being called upon (as Mr. Letch- 
er says in his letter to Mr. Breck was ex- 
pected) by the whole South to become its 
candidate in case of war, and passed a- 
way. But it was otherwise. Mr. Clay 
could not maintain his composure under 
the affliction of tho fortunate termination 
of our French troubles — the coming in 
of the news of the Virginia instructions 
to expunge his impeachment, and of the 
M'-ssissippi Senator to sustain them. Al- 
though it was generally understood that 
the Senate would do no business, but ad- 
journ over in honor of the day, Mr. Clay 
arose — animadverted bitterly upon the 
President’s course towards France — de- 
clared that the President had provoked 
the difficulties from which he seemed to 
think we were delivered, solely by the 
magnanimous forbearance of the French 
King — insisted that it was the vote of 
the Senate against the three millions, 
and its refusal to sustain the President 
in the course he had resolved on to 
maintain tho treaty, that had prevented 
a resort to hostilities — avowed the opin- 
ion, that tho stand taken by the Presi- 
dent, that we were not responsible to for- 
eign nations for expressions falling from 
our public functionaries in the communi- 
cations and consultations between the dif- 
ferent branches of our Government, was 
erroneous — dragged up the late prece- 
dent ot the JNanontiT igtentgcucvi , and 
that hatched in the Senate, (when a pro 
text was sought for Mr. Van Buren’s re- 
jection,) in regard to his inviting the re- 
opening of a negotiation for the west In- 
dia trade, upon the ground that the na- 
tion did not recognize the principles upon 
which it had been defeated under a for- 
mer administration, as cases in point to 
show, that it was proper to make the ex- 
planation required bv the Duke dc 
Broglie. In a word Mr. Clay’s was an 
aitempt to stain the glorious anniversary 
of tho father of his country, bv stirring 
up malignant party passions; but his tir- 
ade was treated with silent contempt by 
the friends of the administration, and the 
Senate adjourned “more in pity, than in 
anger,” at the abortive malice.

And we should much doubt, 
whether if the vote should be in favor of 
a repeal of the charter, if the provisions 
of the bill would, if contested, be sus- 
tained by legal decisions. 

One classification of voters, elected 
(under the charter,) the present city offi- 
cers; yet by this act, another class only, 
is permitted to vote for or against the re- 
peal. 

If the majority of one class should 
vote for the repeal, the officers, elected 
by another class, arc to retain their of- 
fices. 

The inspectors of the election, select- 
ed by the Council in 1835, and who su- 
perintended the election in January, are 
to preside again at the vote on the se- 
cond Friday in May. The polls shall be 
kept open two days! to receive about 800 
votes divided among four wards. On the 
eighth day after the election, the inspec- 
tors shall meet to compare and purge the 
polls. 

Those interested will compare these 
(acts and draw their own inferences. — 
Every inopec.tor, in every ward, is un- 
derstood to be decidedly opposed to the 
repeal, yet in his hands and keeping is 
entrusted the fate of the charter. Far 
be it from us to oppugn the good faith of 
those gentlemen, but when we look at 
facts as they stand, we confess ourselves 
unable to come to any other conclusion 
with regard to the matter, than that there 
is likely to attach to them a suspicion 
which their conduct may not warrant. 
Just as the verdict pronounced by a jury, 
the members of which were notorious 
for their partiality for the prisoner’s ac- 
quittal, would be regarded, and not with- 
out reason, as being tinctured bv their 
prejudices at the expense of their better 
judgment.

DREADFUL ACCIDENT. 

It is with feelings of the most heart- 
felt pain, that we find it has fallen to our 
duty to record a melancholy and fatal ac- 
cident, which occurred on the Rail Road 
on Wednesday morning. 

The locomotive, having started from 
Lexington, was mak’tig its usual trip to 
Frankfort, with a number of passenger 
and baggage cars attached, and had pro- 
ceeded on its way till within about two 
miles of the latter place, when upon one 
of the embankments, where it is sup- 
posed the rails must have become sepa- 
rated, and removed out of a direct line, 
so that the flange of the wheel of the lo- 
comotive came in contact with it, by 
which its progress Was arrested, and a 
dreadfuj collision from the impetus of the 
whole train, took place. So great was 
the shock, that the engine was precipi- 
tated down one side of the embankment, 
and the train repelled to the opposite 
side. The passenger cars were dashed 
into pieces, and it is almost miraculous 
to think how a soul escaped, (^ne indi- 
vidual, a Mr. Wilson, of Madison, Indi- 
ana, was killed on the spot, a Mr. Tin 
der, of Woodford county, survived only a 
shoit time.

; liberty, more practised jn tyranny, more 
j hardened iu crime, more infatuated with 
superstition, and more benighted with 
(ignorance, than any other monsters that 
jever disgraced a throne in Christendom, 
since the revival of letters. -Yes, hu- 
manity shudders, and freedom burns 
with indignation at a recital of the bar 
harilies and oppressions practised upon 
the id-fated Mexicans from the bloody 
days of Cortes up to the termination of 
their connexion with Spain. The pro- 
duce of their cultivated fielks was rifled 
— the natural products of their forests 
pillaged — the bowels of their earth ran- 
sacked, and their suffering families im- 
poverished to glut the grandeur and en- 
rich the coffers of their trans-Atlantic 
oppressors. To make their miserable 
servituke less perceptible, they Were 
denied tho benefits of the commonest 
education, and were kept the blind de- 
votees of the darkest and most demoral- 
izing superstition that ever clouded the 
intellects, or degraded the morals of 
mankind.

After this Victoria was elected 
President, during all of whose adminis- 
tration the country was chstracled with 
civil wars and conspiracies, as is evi- 
denced Tty the rebellion and banishment 
of Montano, Bravo, and many others; — 
Victoria’s term having expired, Pedraza 
-^constitutionally cLrotod, i, u t was 
dispossessed by violence, and Guerero 
put in his stead. Guerero was scarcely 
seatad before Bustnmente with open war 
deposed him, put hint to death and pla- 
ced himself at the head of the govern- 
ment. Bustamente was hardly in the 
chair before Santa Anna, warring, as he 
pretended, for the constitution and for 
making it still more liberal, dispossessed 
hint by deluging the country in a civil 
war, tne horrors of which have not at 
this moment endod. Since his acces- 
sion we have been woful witnesses that 
nothing but turmoil, anarchy and rev- 
olution have overshadowed the land, and 
that at last he has at one fell stroke, with 
an armed soldiery, turned congress out 
of doors, dissolved that body and pro- 
claimed that the constitution is no more 
Here, then, we have a lamentable veri- 
fication of the fears and predictions of 
that great apostle of human liberty, Mr. 
Jefferson. His prophecy in relation to 
the result of their governmental experi 
meat, implies in him an almost super 
human forecast an knowledge of the cle 
ments essential to self-government. He 
knew that they wera too ignorant and 
too much under the dominion of their 
priests at the period of their declaration, 
and he but too truly foresaw that bow- 
ing to the unhallowed ambition of their 
military aspirants, the country would be 
too continnally distracted with revolu- 
tions to admit of their advancement in 
education or any useful knowledge what- 
ever. Time has developed it. There 
has been no attention on the part of 
government to schools or other useful in 
solutions. The present generation are 
as ignorant and bigoted as the past one, 
and so will continue each succeeding one 
to the end of time, unless some philan- 
thropic and enlightened citizen shall ar 
rive at power with a purity of patriotism 
and reach of intellect unexampled among 
his countrymen, and with energies of 
character su/ficicntly commanding to 
emancipate the nation from the thraldom 
ol her priests — to curb or kill her count 
less military aspirants, thereby preven- 
ting incessant revolutions, and thereby 
enabling a new generation to experi- 
ence the benefits of education and to 
qualify themselves in other respects for 
complete self-government.
